as the cause of his act. 


Worry over .symptoms' of paralysis which threatened him with 


breakdown and the burden of the complex details of his business 
are "given as the cause of the sudden mental aberration which caused 
Lehnhardt to take7 his own life. According to Dr. Porter, for two 
months the candy manufacturer had been a.victim,of acute mdan- 
cholia, and that during that time he had been repeatedly urged to 
go abroad for his health' that lie might leave the worries of business 
behind him. 
. 


Details of Tragedy Kept From Widow 


The tragedy occurred this morning with a swiftness that has left 


the members' of his family and his business associates paraJyze'd 
and bewildered over the act.' Mrs. Lehnhardt is at the family; resi--" 
dence at Twenty-seventh and Telegraph in a state of nervous pros- 
tration, but she has been told only that an accident occurred in 
•which her husband lost his life. The news that her husband took 
his own life will be kept from-the widow as long as possible. " 


For the last two months Lehnhardt has been giving only about 


one hour each day to hi.c"'imsiness on the advice of his physician 
that his health would break should he exert himself more than this. 
According to custom he went to work this morning about ^lO 
o'clock, and after conversing with his son-in-law, E. J. Cowing, 
into whose hands he was planning to transfer the business of the 
firm, he went to the basement of the building. 
Receives Word of Tragedy ^ ^ J ' 


Cowing went to the basement and found that Lehnhardt was 


overseeing some work there, and left his father-in-law about 11:30. 
About ten minutes later one of the employes came running to the 
main floor of the store to tell Cowing that an accident had hap- 
pened to the head of the 
firm.

Hastening to the basement Cowing discovered the body of Lehm- 


hardt lying on the floor of a little alleyway which forms a cul de 
sac at the Broadway end of the basement. The heavy revolver 


with which he had blown out his brains was lying on the-floor-'be- 
sidc him. Collar, coat and shirt were covered with blood, and al- 
though life was extinct, the body was still warm, showing-that-the 
shot had been fired but a few minutes before. 


Horrified, Cowing summoned Dr. Porter, who immediately pro- 


nounced life extinct. 
Deputy Coroner Bert Sargent was notified 


and the body was removed to the morgue. 
Fired Shot With True Aim 


The bullet had been fired with true aim by the despondent mer- 


chant. From an inspection of the position of the body it is believed 
that he went quietly into the little passageway, and placing the 


muxx.le of the revolver to his temple, fired the r-hot which ended his 


j career. 
The bullet entered the right, temple, ranged through the 


| brain and passed out again on the left side toward tin- frontal por-

curred in many parts of the city.

with-which he shot himself. It was not known to any of the mem- 
bers of the family that he carried a'weapon, and while he often spoke, 
of his despondency over his physical condition, he had given no 
'warning of-any intent to take his own life. 


Lehnhardt had been engaged for years in a persistent and heroic 


struggle to build up his business. The candy manufacturing con- 
cern and the local store comprise 'one of the largest of the kind on 
the Pacific Coast, being rivaled only by one of the big San Fran- 
cisco concerns. 
Overburdened With Business Cares 


In managing'this business Lehnhardt stood alone and unaided. 


Every minute'detail of the business engaged his attention, and the 
cares of the complex business became so great that no man could 
carry the burden alone. 


According to Dr. Porter, who has been the family ph)'sician for 


fourteen years or more, the decedent had been for more than a de- 
cade persistently overtaxing his powers. 
Some months ago the 


strain became so great that Lehnhardt was forced to the realiza- 
tion that to continue with the work as he was doing would mean 
Inevitable disaster. He consulted Dr. Porter, and was advised to 
shelverall business cares and go abroad. 


This the merchant refused to do, declaring that he owed it to 


himself and the community to carry the extensive projects he had 
under way to completion. In addition to the candy store and the 
factory at Seventeenth and Telegraph, he projected the construc- 
tion of a newer and larger factory on the most modern lines. 
Calls for Aid From Cowing 


Signs of physical breakdown continued to make themselves felt, 


and about two months ago Lehnhardt induced his son-in-law, E. J 
Cowing, who was at that time engaged in the commission business 
in San.Francisco, to give up his business and assume direction oi 
the confectionery firm in Oakland under Lehnhardt's general -su- 
pervision. This removed much of the care and worry from Lehn- 
hardt's shoulders, but the habits of years of labor could not be 
broken in a few days, and even though he did not put in so .much 
time at the store, the worry of the work was still upon his mind 
Symptoms of Paralysis 


"About a week ago," said Dr. Porter today,''"Mr. Lehnhardt' 


condition .became so grave that. I decided to call a. nerve specialis 
in consultation, and.Dr. Carl Renz came-'from San Francisco. A 
that time incipient symptoms of paralysis were'showing in an un 
.mistakable manner. Dr. Renz declared that Mr. Lehnhardt wa 
suffering from an overdraft upon his. vitality and warned him tha 
only by a complete change could he avoid a nervous breakdown 
that might mean that total wrecking of mind and body. 


"The decision of the expert preyed upon Mr. Lehnhardt's mind 


and I spent hours with him trying to convince him that the danger 
was not great if he would immediately give up "his work and go 
abroad. 


"During this time the patience and care lavished upon Mr. Lehn- 


hardt by his wife were heroic. She/gave up all other affairs to put 
in her time cheering him and diverting his -attention from his work. 
She would take him out on long automobile rides and used every 
means to break up the serious melancholia with which her husband 


was afflicted.

"The crash came as might have been expected. 
He promised

The sudden mental aberration which resulted 
in Mr. Lehnhardt's act in taking his life could only have come as a 
result of his apprehensive worry over his physical condition and his 
inability to attend to his business in the manner which he believed 
necessary and to which he nad been accustomed. The business was 
increasing, but his powers of work and attention had suddenly 


come to their limit." 


Cowing stated today that no other explanation of the suicid. 


could be suggested than mental breakdown. "The affairs of the 
business were in splendid condition. Mr. Lehnhardt did not owe 
a dollar in the world. His home life was the most congenial."

JRalnfall and Crop Prospects. 


Considerable wet weather may be expected during the next two 


months. If it does not come there is likely to be a crop shortage in 
this State. The heavy rains are a trifle-late coming, this season. 
We have had quite a ^number of wet days since October, but.no 
really heavy rains; and the snowfall' invthe -mountains has been 
light up to date. But that should discourage no one. In California 
the late rains make the crop. The late snows furnish the water 
for irrigation during the dry summer months. It is the precipita-' 
tion during February and March that does the work, in this State. 
If the rainfall is abundant during those months all is well with-the 
farmers, for rains in the valleys are always accompanied by snows 
in the mountains. A heavy rainfall prior to the holidays is usually 
followed by a light rainfall in the three months following. 
When 


the precipitation is light up to January there is usually a heavy 
rainfall in the three succeeding months. Therefore the shortage of 
rain should occasion no alarm; on the contrary, it indicates an 
abundance of moisture at the time it is most needed. The storm 
which began yesterday is the first real downpour of the season, but 
it has come at the right time.

Duke of Cwnaught's Vlsil Is 
Unofficial. 


The Duke of Connaught was not received officially at the White 


House because he is not visiting the United States officially, as 
;Prince Henry of Prussia did. Although uncle to the king of Eng- 
land and Governor-General of Canada, he has come to this country 
in a private capacity. That is why no official reception has been 
extended to him. Were he a reigning sovereign no official welcome 
would be given him for the reason that a person, however exalted, 
traveling incognito or in his private capacity presumably does not 
desire such attentions as might interfere with his convenience and 
freedom of movement. When Edwnrd VII, then Prince of Wales, 
visited the United States in 1860 he traveled incognito, and "hence 
was master of his own movements. Had he come in an official ca- 
pacity or as the personal representative of his mother, the queen, 
he would have been the guest of the nation and would have been 
compelled to subordinate his privacy and convenience to conven- 
tional usage and the wishes of his hosjs. When a person of royal 
rank travels informally in a foreign country it.is taken as a desire 


' to escape public and official attentions, and that desire is respected. 
Hence the Duke's reception at the White House was informal in 
the official sense, and therefore free from the ostentatious cere- 
monial that would have attended his reception had he come in his 
officiaKor royal capacity.

In a very large and effective way, the

Our stren- 
uous life, with its multiple get-rich-qulsk 
schemes, tends to foster within us the 
spirit of greed and of traffic-hunger, ard 
this spirit In turn is the spirit that en- 
slaves and thwarts life. 


What we need.what the world needs, 


alertness of mlr.d and of heart with rc-f- 
erence of tho faculty of "clear-sighted 
ness, of moral aspiration, of responsive- 
ness to tho stray bits of color and of 
charm that Intermittingly glint and gleam 
above the wayside of life. Then, though 
the pathway of life be winding and nar- 
row; though the lines of dally service be 
thankless and hard, there is always the 
sustaining and comforting power of the, 
world of ideals; a veritable horizon nilame 
with deathless stars-

Ex-Morganatic Wife of King 


Leopold Seeks Divorce 


From Gambler. 


ARIS, Jan. 26.—The Baron- 


ess Vaughan, who was the 
morganatic wife 
of 
the 


late King Leopold of Bel- 
gium, was given a 12- 
minute hearing in French 
courts yesterday to plead 
her case for a 
divorce 


from M. Durrieux, whom she married 
soon after Leopold's death. 


M. Durrieux has long been a 
well- i 


known frequenter of gambling 
houses i 


and for years before Leopold's death he } 
was Intimate with Baroness Vaughan. 
I 
Mme. Durrieux's counsel In an eight- 


minute' speech rehearsed the story of 
her wrongs. He related how on the day 
after their marriage Durrieux violently j 
demanded money for use at his gambling 
club. 
Counsel declared that Durrieux 


often insulted his wife in the presence.of 
her children and of the sen-ants and 
frequently returned home intoxicated. 
On October 28, 1910, Mme. Durrieux, 
said counsel, was forced to leave her 
home, bearing marks of her husband's 
blows. 
She returned later and on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1911, there was a violent scene. 
Durrieux had lost heavily at the gam- 
bling tables, although he had denied he 
had been to his club.

light wire dropping across the trolley 
wire at Telegraph avenue and Thirty- 
second street. The breaking of the 
light wire was due either to the wind 
or to the thunderstorm this morning, 
which surcharged all the aerial sys- 
tem of the various companies and the 
police and fire telegraph and tele- 
phone systems of the city. 


When the light wire fell across the 


power trolley wire,, short-circuiting 
the, current and burning the copper 
wire through, the sputtering ends fell 
to the street and sent several flashes 
which vied with the lightning of the 
storm this morning. 
The system of wires from Fortieth 


to Twentieth street on Telegraph ave- 
nue rocked and quivered and strained 
and for a time it threatened to dis- 
rupt the overhead network of wires. 
The trolleys of a half a dozen cars 
on each side of the break 
were 


thrown from the wire. 
The break had come in the wire of 
the western track, used by the 'down- 
town cars. 
Many cars on their way 


downtown, loaded with passengers, on 
their way to work, coasted down as 
far as the break and there discharged 
the passengers. 


A large crowd gathere at the scene 


of tho -accident, and until the wire 
was re-energized the crowds were 
kept back from the live cable by Cap- 
tain J. F. Lynch and Patrolman Ed 
Grossman, who had 'hastened to the 
place.

Traction Company stated this morn- 
ing that he did not believe the acci- 
dent was caused by the thunderstorm. 
It'was stated by several witnesses of 
the affair that a flash of lightning 
occurred just at the moment of the 
breaking of the wire, about 7:35 
o'clock this morning, and the theory 
is entertained that the lightning may 
have overcharged the electric wire 
and caused It to burn out and drop 
across the power wire of the trolley 
system.

few minutes, cars being allowed to 
pa?s tho break within a quarter of an 
hour after tho trouble occurred.

Alton B. Parker of New York, Demo-

progressive a return of the chaotic 
conditions inherent in administration 
of justice by caprice rather than br 
the rules of law. 


"The recall of judges, however,' is 


but the first step toward the cher- 
ished goal of the-leaders of the move- 
ment against the judiciary.
